NOT ALWAYS A FAILURE 


Chester Rowell, the editor of the 
Fresno Republican, -ays that the re­ 
cent escape of a boy prisoner of 19 
years from the Folsom prison farm, 
after having been a model prisoner 
for a year and a half and having been 
made a trusty, should not be taken as 
an example of the failure of the more 
humane method of treating convicts 
now in vogue, nor should the many 
other instances of tile failure of the | 
individual treatment of convicts be 
considered as disapproving its value. 
There is no need of being too opti­ 
mistic about any method of treating 
criminals and then lamenting because 
it fails to work. 
Just as 
there 
is, 
scientifically, no such thing as 
re­ 
form in character^ nor, as far as hu­ 
man thing as forgiveness for sin, so, 
on the other hand, the need of human­ 
itarian treatment does not depend up­ 
on immediate response to it on the 
part of every crook and wrongdoer 
upon whom the experiment may be 
made. The stains of sin, of vice, and , 
crime go deeper than the surface. The 
creditable results which for the most 
part have followed from the use of 
the parole system and prison reform, 
simply teach us that 
human 
judg­ 
ments cannot decide just to what ex­ 
tent justice should be tempered wit ii 
mercy and how tar experimentation 
will bring out the good rallier finn 
the evil qualities in men whom -o- 
ciety lias found it advisable to detain 
as wards of tho state. 
In spite of this and o ile r lapses, 
society, if it is to hcconu self-re.sp* cl­ 
ing, must apply individual treatment 
to delinquent citizens. 
To hang ev­ 
ery murderer, to send (very thief to 
prison for a given term of years, or 
to jail every drunk 
any -ach 
me­ 
chanical justice is to us now a relic 
of the age of barbarism. 
S o ’ merely 
for the prisoner’s sake. but for tile 
sake of the feelings of those citizens 
who are (ail of jail and have a re­ 
sponsibility for those who are in, we 
must have a system of handling de­ 
linquents that will decide just what D 
the better course in 
a n y individual 
case. 
And if there be failures, they 
may call for a readjustment of the 
methods of treatment, but never for 
an abandonment of the principle.

"St. Paul proceeds to tell us that 
then the unbelieving Jews, the rem ain­ 
ing ‘natural branches.' were all broken 
off and separated from Divine favor. 
and that then began the work of en­ 
grafting ‘wild" olive branches,* repr» 
gen ting worthy Gentiles." 
Pastor Russell proceeded to call a t­ 
tention to the fact th at this work of 
engrafting Gentiles aud making them 
fellow heirs with the Jew s of the orig 
Inal Divine promise made to Abraham 
b as progressed ever since—nearly nine 
teen centuries. 
This is a part of the 
sa me Gospel, because it all springs 
from the sume gracious promise.
